On May 26, just about the time they called 
the roll, the governo? sent for Dewey to 
come to his office. Dewey said the governor 
told him he did not want Lorimer elected 
and insisted that he ask Ettelson and Bill- 
ings to continue to vote for Hopkins. In the 
meantime they had voted for Hopkins. Lor- 
imer sent for Mr. Righeimer and told him 
to. find Dewey. \He did so. 

“I could see,” said Lorimer, “ that Dewey 
was in a rage, and I asked him what the 
trouble was, and he said the governor was 
demanding that Billings and Ettelson should 
not vote for Lorimer, and he had a row with 
him. 

“TI said ‘that was not what I wanted to 
know.’ I said again, ‘ What is the trouble 
with Pttelson and Billings 7 He said, 
‘Nothing at all.’

Dewey promised to support him 
and to ask his friends to do so. Lorimer told 
Dewey to see the governor and ask the gov- 
ernor if he was friendly to his candidacy. If 
the governor said he was friendly and that 
it would be satisfactory for Dewey to sup- 
port him, if Dewey then felt he could give 
his Influence to his candidacy he would like 
it. The witness continved: 

“Mir. Dewey went to the governor and 
reported to me later on that he had talked 
with him about it, and that the governor told 
him be was friendly, and that he would Iike

SENATOR KERN—At the time of the con- 
versation in Mr. Hanecy’s office, had you 
made up your mind that the governor might 
change his mind? 


Says Papers Changed Deneen. 

SENATOR LORIMER—This is what I had 
in mind: I was of the opinion that the gov- 
ernor was sincerely for me, and wanted me 
to succeed, and that he wanted ty reéstab- 
lish the old friendly relations that had - 
isted between him and me for 80 many years 
prior to his election, but I knew that he was 
influenced.largely by, the newspaper editors 
of my town, who were much opposed to me 
for anything. and that, while he was friendly 
to me, and that they had said to him, as he 
told me, that they would not object to his 
supporting me, the day might come when 
they would demand of him that I should not 
be elected, and he would do as they asked 
him to do, And I think that day arrived, 
and I think that is the explanation of the 
governor’e change of sentiment.

Explains Testimony of Deneen. 
Senator Fletcher read the testimony pf 

Gov. Deneen that he did not at any time aid 
the candidacy of Mr, Lorimer and did what 
he could to prevent any man voting for him.

Economical Housekeeping 
The Tricky Turnip. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. _., 

HE turnip is a trying vegetable, with a 
great deal of personality and of a some- 

‘ what capricious 8328 It may with 
some justice be accused of being both 
tricky and treacherous, 1 its center is 
sometimes corky and ‘light of weight. But 
this is not exactly the turnip’s fault 

It often appears to be ome of the badly 

Why should people eat radishes raw and 
scorn the raw turnip? n belong to the 
same family, the turnip has aweeter taste 
and ie not so. much bigger than the. black 
radish, which people eat raw. Custom in these 
matters may have got reversed. People used 
always to cook the radish, especially the white 
turnip radish. 

The turnip may be very watery. When it 
was so it used to be customary to mash it, 
put it in a cloth and wring it, then add sank 
and butter, and, if the sweetness was gone, a 
little sugar, when Jt ong as good as now. 


If the Water in ‘which turnip is cooked is 
salted 12 should be a goed deal of it, and 
perhaps if te better any way to boil the turnip 
in a great of water, very lightly salted 
if at all. If boiled too long, wen in unsalted 
water, it is bound te lose its sweetness and 
become bitter. .« 

English fashion of cocking the turn!> 
is tO cut it in dice of * size, poll At 
in fresh or very lightly salted water until the 
water is all botled away—measuring it so as 
to use just enough to boil away at the right 
time-—-then to the tender turnip add butter, 
salt, and pepper, and serve. Turnip cooked in 
this way and served cold, perhaps on a lettuce 
leaf, is excellent, 

* Migs Parloa calls turnips somewnat simi- 
larly prepared hashed turnips, In this case 
she bolls the turnips in slices, drains, chops 
them in rather largé ayn puts them iu a 
stewpan, adding to a pint @ half of turnips 

a teaspoon of salt, one-fourth of a teaspoon of 
» ee wn a tablespoon of butter, and four table- 
spoons of water, all cooked over the fire until 
the water and seasonings have been absorbed, 
then served at once. 

This is one of the two recipes she gives for 
turnips in the government bulletin on the 
“Preparation of Vegetables. for the Table.“ 

As an alternate way of preparing hashed 
turnips she gives the following: “Or the 
salt, pepper, butter, and a tablespoon ‘of flour 
may be added to the heshed turnips; then the 
stewpan may be placed over the hot fire and 
shaken frequently to toss up the turnips. When 
the turnips have been cooked five minutes in 
this manner add half a pint of meat stock or 
of milk and cook ten minutes,” | 

This is only a variation of creamed turnips, 
which are turnips cooked and then served in 
a white sauce.
